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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method for translating a packet comprising: (a) determining whether the 
packet payload is one of a voice packet or a data packet; (b) translating the packet payload from 
a first communications protocol to a second communications protocol; (c) determining whether 
the packet payload is to be formatted according to a third communications protocol or a fourth 
communications protocol when the packet payload is the voice packet; (d) translating the packet 
payload from the second communications protocol to the third communications protocol when 
the packet payload is the voice packet that is to be formatted according to the third 
communications protocol or is the data packet; and (e) decompressing and depacketizing the 
packet payload then translating the packet payload from the second communications protocol to 
the fourth communications protocol when the packet payload is the voice packet that is to be 
formatted according to the fourth communications protocol, as recited in independent claim 3 1 . \. 

2. The prior art also does not teach or fairly suggest a method for translating a packet 
payload, comprising: (a) determining whether the packet payload is one of a voice packet or a 
data (b) translating the packet payload from a first communications protocol to a second 
communications protocol; (c) determining the packet payload is to be formatted according to a 
third communications protocol when a first device that is configured to communicate using the 
third communications protocol goes off hook and the packet payload is to be formatted according 
to [[the]] a fourth communications protocol when a second device that is configured to 
communicate using the fourth communications protocol goes off hook (d) translating the packet 
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payload from the second communications protocol to the third communications protocol when 
the packet payload is the voice packet that is to be formatted according to the third 
communications protocol or is the data packet; and (e) translating the packet payload from the 
second communications protocol to the fourth communications protocol when the packet 
payload is the voice packet that is to be formatted according to the fourth communications 
protocol, as recited in independent claim 35.
